MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 


Singapore March 1937 


Underpaid airmail letter from Groningen, Netherlands to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya partly paid 
by 6 copies of the 6 cents of 1928 postmarked 23 March 1937. The rate was 42% cents and the deficiency 
was 67% cents. 


There is a blue manuscript “T 26" (Taxe) mark indicating double the deficiency in gold centimes. The 
Singapore arrival mark of 30 March 1937 is on a copy of the 12 cents postage due stamp of 1924. 





MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 
Singapore April 1937 


Underpaid PSE (old local rate of 1 Anna) from Kallukkatti, India to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya 
postmarked 9 April 1937 partly uprated on the reverse with a copy of the 1 Anna of 1934 with a Negapatam 
transit mark of 10 April 1937. The rate was 2% Annas and the deficiency 7% Anna. 


On the obverse is an Indian “10 C/ T” (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. The Singapore arrival mark of 16 April 1937 is on a copy of a 4 cents postage due stamp of 1926.

Singapore June 1937 


Underpaid airmail letter from Alphen, Netherlands to a ship at Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya partly 
paid by a copy of the 36 cents of 1933 postmarked 7 May 1937. The rate was 42% cents and the deficiency 
6% cents. There is a red manuscript “T 26” to indicate double the deficiency in gold centimes. 


There is a 12 cent postage due stamp applied in Singapore postmarked 16 May 1937 which is cancelled by 

a boxed “Charge not Collected/ X/ Fresh Label Required” mark as the ship had moved on. The letter was 

redirected to Medan in the Netherlands East Indies where further 25 cent and 2% cent postage due stamps 
of 1913/21 were applied and postmarked 1 June 1937 on the reverse.

Singapore June 1937 


Underpaid letter from Karaikudi, India to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya partly paid with a horizontal 
pair of the 1 Anna of 1934 postmarked 2 June 4937 on the reverse. The rate was 2% Annas and the 
deficiency 12 Anna. 


On the obverse is a manuscript “10 C/ T" (Taxe) mark indicating double the deficiency in gold centimes. 
The Singapore arrival mark of 11 June 1937 is on a 4 cents postage due stamp of 1926. 
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MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 


Penang to Singapore June 1937 


Unpaid airmail commemorative cover from Penang to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya postmarked 
2.30pm on 28 June 1937. The airmail rate and the deficiency was 8 cents. 


There is a Penang “T” (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle and a manuscript “16 cts’. The Tanglin, 
Singapore arrival mark of 5 July 1937, is on copies of the 4 and 12 cents postage due stamps of 1924/26. 
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MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 
Penang July 1937 


Two unpaid (philatelic) envelopes within Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya postmarked 29 July 1937. 
The rate and the deficiency was 5 cents. 


Also on the obverse are Penang “T” (Taxe) marks in an inverted triangle. On the reverse the Penang arrival 
mark of 29 July 1937 is on blocks of ten copies of the one cent postage due stamp of 1924. 
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MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 


Penang i September 1937 


Underpaid letter from Royapettah, Madras, India to Nibong Tebal, Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya 
postmarked on the reverse 7 September 1937 on a copy of the 1 Anna of 1937. There are transit marks of 
Madras and Madras DLO of 7/8 September 1937. The rate was 2% Annas and the deficiency 1% Annas. 


On the obverse is an Indian “30 C/ T” (Taxe) mark in a circle indicating double the deficiency in gold 
centimes. The Nibong Tebal arrival mark on the reverse of 17 September 1937 is on a copy of the 12 cents 
postage due stamp of 1924. 





MALAYA - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 


Penang November 1937 


Underpaid letter from Silamba, India to Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya partly paid on the reverse by 
a vertical pair of the 3 pies of 1926 postmarked 5 November 1937. The rate was 2% Annas and the 
deficiency 2 Annas. 

Also on the obverse is an Indian “ c/ T" (Taxe) mark and a manuscript “40c” indicating double the 
deficiency in gold centimes. The Penang arrival mark on the reverse of 12 November 1937 is on copies 

of the 4 cents and 12 cents postage due stamps of 1924/26. 
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MALAYA - JOHORE - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 
Johore to Singapore December 1937 


Underpaid letter from Segamat, Johore to Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya partly paid on the 
reverse by a horizontal pair of the 2 cents of 1928 postmarked 8 December 1937. The rate was 5 cents 
and the deficiency was one cent. 

On the obverse is a Johore “T” (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle and a manuscript “2c” indicating 
double the deficiency. The Paya Lebar, Singapore arrival mark of 9 December 1937 is on two copies of 
the one cent postage due stamp of 1924. These have been cancelled by a previously unrecorded boxed 
“Charge not Collected/ X/ Fresh Label Required” mark. A two cent label was then applied and 

postmarked 9 December 1937 in Singapore. 
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MALAYA - KEDAH - STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 


Kedah to Penang August 1938 


Unsealed letter from Kulim, Kedah to Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya partly paid on the reverse by a 
copy of the 2 cents of 1921 postmarked 22 August 4938. The printed matter rate was 2 cents but this 
rate was unacceptable and the local letter rate was 5 cents. There was a deficiency of 3 cents, 
double that is 6 cents. 

On the obverse there is a Kulim “T” (taxe) mark in an inverted triangle. On the reverse the Penang 
delivery mark of 23 August 1938 is on two copies of the 1 cent postage due stamp of the Straits 
Settlements of 1924 There is a missing postage due stamp which may have been a 4 cents Malayan 
Postal Union of 1936 which would have made 6 cents. 
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
